It will prove extremely helpful 
for understanding and applying the tech- 
niques and principles of adult education.

various other topics vital to effective adult 
education.

This book was prepared for the purpose of 
explaining the qualities, the application, 
and the production of films. It is designed 
to help pm ae an understanding of visual 
aids as a medium of communication. The 
book presents a discussion of the use of 
films in industry, public relations, educa- 
tion, religion, and other phases of life. It 
also explains the costs and various tech- 


niques used in the production of films, and 
gives an account of the use of films for 
television. A film glossary and terminology 
and sources of film materials are listed in 
the appendixes. 


3. *Radio and Television Bulletin 
of Available Pro-Democracy Scripts 
and Recordings.

This bulletin provides a listing of available 
scripts and recordings for educational pur- 
poses. The many scripts and recordings 
described are both educational and enter- 
taining. Religious, dramatic, educational, 
and veteran organizations will particularly 
find this bulletin helpful in selecting effec- 
tive radio scripts for programs and meet- 
ings. The sources from which the many 
radio recordings listed in this bulletin may 
be obtained are given. Many television 
scripts are also available for effective visual 
aid education.

4. Parents Must Be Flexible. Mar- 
garet Halmy.

Subtitled “A Practical Approach to the 
Care of Children,” this book presents a 
lively, entertaining discussion of all impor- 
tant phases in the lives of the infant-to- 
toddler set. It covers discipline and house- 
hold rules, the hazards of diapers and 
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(Items 5-10) 


relatives, parents’ rights, the question of 
sitters, parties, the children next door, and 
other facts and incidents in the lives of 
parents. The book is deftly and engagingly 
illustrated, and though humorous, it is a 
serious guide for parents. 


5. Your Child and Other People. 
Rhoda W. Bacmeister. [Little, Brown 
& Co., 34 Beacon St., Boston 6, Mass. } 
1950. 299pp. $3.00. 


Stressing that attitudes and reactions can 
be molded and that individuals can develop 
self-confidence, responsibility, and a liking 
for people, the author presents a guidebook 
for parents on the social life of children. 
It is written in an interesting, non-technical 
manner; contains descriptions of actual ex- 
periences; and presents concrete sugges- 
tions for helping children from one to 
eight —- control their basic drives. This 
book will provide an understanding of the 
social needs and adjustment of children. 


Child Psychology 


6. The Children We Teach. Eliza’ 
beth S. Whitehead. [The Judson 
Press, 1701-03 Chestnut St., Phila- 
delphia, Pa.} 1950. 304pp. $2.50. 
“It is interesting to note that when chil- 
dren's natures are viewed as a whole, they 
are alike. It is only when we pick out 
individual traits or characteristics that we 
find them differing greatly,” comments Miss 
Whitehead, the author of this book. Her 
thorough presentation of child psychology 
should prove both interesting and valuable 
to the primary and elementary school 
teacher. She brings together an under- 
standing of the psychology of children and 
their religious growth. Parents, too, will 
find this interesting reading and definitely 
helpful in understanding and guiding their 
children. 


7. Emotional Disorders of Chil- 
dren — A Case Book of Child Psy- 
chiatry. Gerald H. J. Pearson. [W. 
W. Norton & Co., 101 Fifth Ave., 
New York 3.} 1949. 368pp. $5.00. 


The aim of this book is to present a dis- 
cussion of the clinical problems of chil- 
dren who suffer from neuroses and character 
disturbances so that they can be better 
understood. The various categories into 
which these problems fall, procedures for 
their management, and some of the difficul- 
ties likely to arise are also discussed. Actual 
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case histories are described, grouped under 
such headings as anxiety states, conversion 
hysterias, related organic and psychic ills, 
sexual perversions, and character neuroses. 
Teachers, parents, social workers, and others 
engaged in child care or work with children 


will find this book helpful. 


Counseling 


8. Counseling in Residence Halls. 
Rhoda Orme. {Bureau of Publica- 
tions, Teachers College, Columbia 
Univ., New York 27.} 1950. 143pp. 
$2.50. 


This book discusses the need for counseling 
services in school dormitories and suggests 
ways in which heads of residence halls may 
meet the needs of students through counsel- 
ing and gives a brief treatment of the 
knowledge and skills needed for the work. 
The book is based on literature describing 
this function and on information obtained 
through questionnaires and interviews. Some 
essential counseling techniques and qualifi- 
cations and responsibilities of dormitory 
counselors are also included. 


9. The Counseling Interview. Clif- 
ford E. Erickson. [Prentice-Hall, Inc., 
70 Fifth Ave., New York 11.} 1950. 
174pp. $1.75. 

A concise and clear-cut presentation on the 
art of interviewing. A considerable part 
of the book emphasizes the value and place 
of interviewing for improving human 
adjustment. The techniques and suggestions 
for organizing counseling programs should 
rove of great value to counselors, teachers, 
ea executives, and various counseling 
services. The book is not only highly read- 
able, but organized in such a style that the 
reader will obtain valuable aid in putting 
into practice the information presented. 
Mr. Erickson also includes some ABC's of 
interviewing. Especially recommended for 
occupational counseling agencies. 


Curriculum 


10. Guides to Curriculum Building 
— Junior High School Level. [State 
of Wisconsin, Dept. of Public Instruc- 
tion, Madison 2, Wis.} 1950. 181pp. 
$2.00. 


Here is a handbook presenting an approach 
to curriculum planning. The material in- 
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cluded will give answers to such questions 
as: What about time schedules? What about 
textbooks? What is the role of the special- 
ist? How about guidance? These and 
many other questions about the criteria for 
curriculum building are answered. This 
book is easy to read, for many chapters 
are divided into three columns: the situa- 
tion; tasks the pupils face; and what the 
schools can dc. This book will be of very 
definite value to school boards and adminis- 
trators who will want to plan and develop 
the type of curriculum that will educate 
youth for effective citizenship.

11. Our Children and Our Schools. 
Lucy Sprague Mitchell. [Simon & 
Schuster, 1230 Sixth Ave., Rockefeller 
Center, New York 20.} 1950. 510pp. 
$4.00. 


Of value to both citizen and teacher, this 
book is based on practical experience and 
experiment. Its purpose is to express the 
current thinking about the development of 
modern education. Actual surveys and case 
histories are included to suggest classroom 
procedures that may be used in public 
schools for the benefit of teachers as well as 
pupils. The author discusses all phases of 
the educational problem, including the work 
of the community and special social agen- 
cies. A program for curriculum planning 
and building, suited to almost any grade 
level, will be of special interest to teachers. 


12. *Statistics of State School Sys- 
tems, 1947-48. Chapter 2, Biennial 
Survey of Education in the U. S., 
1946-48. Federal Security Agency, 
Office of Education. [U. S. Govt. 
Print. Off., Washington 25, D. C.} 
1950. 117pp. 30c. 


This report deals mainly with the local 
public, full-time day schools, both elemen- 
tary and secondary. It contains statistics 
on the administrative organization of public 
elementary and secondary education; the 
instructional staff; enrollment and attend- 
ance; pupil-teacher ratio; school lunch pro- 
grams; graduates; and finances. Data for 
state and county administration of elemen- 
tary and secondary schools; for evening, 
summer, and part-time schools; for private, 
parochial, and other non-public schools are 
also included. 


13. Teaching Pupils to Think. Re-

Another in the series of reports presenting 
newer educational practices, this booklet 
deals with school practices for teaching 
pupils to think. In describing these prac- 
tices, they have been grouped into four 
main categories: elementary school practices; 
junior high school practices; high school 
practices; and those standard practices that 
may be used by all teachers. Although 
these practices may not prove effective for 
all teachers at all times, they may suggest 
ideas for guiding and stimulating the think- 
ing process of pupils that may be adapted 
to local situations. 


Elementary Education 
14. A Good School Day. Viola 


Theman. [Bureau of Publications, 
Teachers College, Columbia Univ., 
New York 27.} 1950. S59pp. 60c. 


A discussion of some of the important fac 
tors which make a school day good for 
every boy and girl. The booklet suggests 
methods that may be used by teachers in 
learning to know their pupils, so that the 
school program may be arranged to meet 
the varied needs and requirements of each 
child. The role of the parents and the 
pupils in helping teachers plan the school 
day is also considered. Suggested school- 
day schedules that will be of help to both 
rural and urban school teachers are also 
given. 


Group Guidance 


15. *A New Look at Life Adjust- 
ment Education. [Amer. Vocational 


Assn., 1010 Vermont Ave., N.W., 
Washington, D. C.} 1950. 48pp. 
25c. 


This booklet is the result of the combined 
work of committees, subcommittees, and 
leaders in vocational and practical arts 
education, which studied and analyzed the 
adjustment problems of youth. It contains 
suggestions for carrying out life adjustment 
rograms in the secondary school curricu- 
and points out specific contributions 
which vocational and practical arts educa- 
tion can make to such programs. It also 
outlines some definite contributions which 
can be made by teachers in each of the 
different fields of practical arts and voca- 
tional education — agriculture, home eco- 
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nomics, trade and industrial education, 
business, and industrial arts. These sug- 
gestions should stimulate thinking and help 
administrators, teachers, and supervisors 
select, organize, and develop more suitable 
programs of life adjustment education for 
their students. 


Handicapped 


16. The Adjustment of the Blind. 
Hector Chevigny and Sydell Braver- 
man. [Yale Univ. Press, New Haven, 
Conn.} 1950. 320pp. $4.00. 


The authors of this book, one of them 
blind, have presented a realistic picture of 
how blind persons must adjust to loss of 
sight and what they can expect from 
society. The book gives information on the 
mental and physical adjustment the blind 
must make, and advances certain basic views 
concerning their social role. Chapter IX 
on social work for the blind will be of 
special interest to social workers, teachers, 
and welfare agency workers. 


17. Helping the Educationally 

Handicapped. Edward William Dolch. 
{Garrard Press, Champaign, Il.} 
1950. 47pp. 50c. 
This booklet deals not only with the physi- 
cal, mental, and emotional handicaps which 
result in educational handicaps, but with 
others such as; childhood sickness; moving 
of parents; antagonism to school; poor 
teaching methods and materials; and mental 
slowness. The author points out the courses 
of difficulties in the basic skills — reading, 
writing, spelling, and arithmetic —- and 
suggests definite steps that may be taken 
to overcome them. Materials to aid in the 
teaching of reading and the purposes of 
each are also included. 


Human Relations 


18. College Programs in Intergroup 
Relations. Lloyd Allen Cook, Ed. 
{American Council on Education, 744 
Jackson Place, N.W., Washington 6, 
D. C.} 1950. 365pp. $3.75. 


This book is a report by twenty-four 
colleges participating in college study in 
intergroup relations. The purpose of this 
study was to attempt to teach techniques 
for improving intergroup relations. The 
colleges collected data from experimentation 
with two hundred projects which showed 
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great social significance. This is the first 
volume of a two-volume report which pre- 
sents clearly the characteristics of human 
relations existing in certain groups. Each 
chapter defines a particular phase of the 
study and is designed to suggest certain 
procedures necessary for the improvement 
of human relations and understanding be- 
tween groups. 


19. Group Life. Marshall C. Greco. 
[Philosophical Library, Inc., 14 E. 
40th St., New York.} 1950. 357pp. 
$4.75. 


An interesting study of group life, which 
will aid in understanding how man fits 
into the role of social life. In this book, 
the author discusses the value of studying 
symptoms for getting to the basis of in- 
dividual neurotic behavior, and tells how 
it reflects the values and attitudes of social 
life. The content offers new insights into 
psychodiagnosis and describes specific case 
histories to clarify group-life behavior. 
Each chapter of the book is written as a 
unit. thus each is understandable within 
itself 


20. Neighbors in Action. Rachel 
Davis DuBois. [Harper & Bros., 49 
E. 33rd St., New York 16.} 1950. 
294pp. $3.00. 


The materia! in this book is based on a pro- 
ject in intergroup relations carried out in 
a large, culturally mixed neighborhood. By 
describing actual case histories, the author 
presents a method that may be used in any 
community to cultivate understanding 
among people of varying races, religions, 
and cultural backgrounds. The book will 
serve as a manual for community leaders, 
teachers, and others who wish to know what 
to do, how to begin, what difficulties they 
face, and what resources are available to 
help them improve intergroup relations and 
human understanding in their community. 


21. *Prejudice in Textbooks. Max- 
well S. Stewart. Public Affairs Pam- 
phlet No. 160. [Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, 22 E. 38th St., New York 16.] 
1950. 31pp. 20c. Quantity prices. 
A summarization of a 5-year study of the 
American Council on Education to de- 
termine to what extent present textbooks 
promote intergroup relations. The booklet 
presents a number of concrete suggestions 
for improving the teaching of intergroup 
relations at every level and furnishes guid- 
ance in the selection and use of materials 
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in this area. A list of teaching materials 
on intergroup relations, suitable for teachers 
and for classroom use, is also included. 


In-Service Training 


22. The Theory and Practice of 
Teaching. Ernest E. Bayles. [Harper 
& Bros., 49 E, 33rd St., New York 
16.} 1950. 362pp. $3.00. 


Stating that “theory is no better than the 
practice which it implies and practice is 
no better than the theory upon which it is 
based,’ the author of this book presents a 
text which will serve in training teachers 
to teach effectively. The major part of 
the book is devoted to an explanation of 
how the theory of education, as presented 
here, can be worked out in practice, illus- 
trating its practical use in the elementary, 
junior, and senior high schools. Proposals 
of what universities and colleges can do 
are also included. 


Juvenile Delinquency 


23. Unraveling Juvenile Delinquen- 
cy. Sheldon and Eleanor T. Glueck. 
Harvard Law School Studies in Crimi- 
nology. [The Commonwealth Fund, 
41 E. 57th St., New York 22.} 1950. 
399pp. $5.00. 


This study of delinquents presents an analy- 
sis of the dynamic factors which cause 
crime among youth in our society. The 
authors offer rdsticks for predicting 
criminality and for differentiating between 
potential juvenile offenders and non- 
offenders at early ages. Findings are based 
on their investigation in which 500 persis- 
tently delinquent and 500 non-delinquent 
boys were matched for factors such as 
family background, amount and type of 
education, age, intelligence, and home en- 
vironment. A book that will be of interest 
to school administrators, teachers, social 
workers, and all persons engaged in 
guidance work. 


Libraries 


24. The Public Library in the 
United States. Robert D. Leigh. 
{Columbia Univ. Press, 2960 Broad- 
way, New York 27.} 1950. 272pp. 
$3.75. 


Dr. Leigh has compiled an important re- 
ort on the public library in the United 
tates. He presents this report under the 
auspices of h Public Library Inquiry, and 
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gives authentic information on evaluating 
the public library as a means of communi- 
cation in the modern social world. A de- 
scription of the purposes and methods of 
the Inquiry is also included. This discussion 
of the many factors influencing public li- 
brary service, and the recommendations for 
improving them will be of interest to librar- 
ians, library science students, and general 
library users. 


Mental Hygiene 


25. Public Health Is People. Ethel 
L. Ginsburg. [The Commonwealth 
Fund, 41 E. 57th St., New York 22. 
1950. 239pp. $1.75. 


The aim of this book is to give an under 
standing of people in all phases of public 
health work. Its content originated through 
an institute on mental health and deals with 
the mental health implications of public 
health practice. The purpose of the book, 
as stated by the institute members, is threes 
fold: to help public health workers under 
stand that the local health department is 
potentially one of the most significant 
agencies in the community for the promo 
tion of mental health; to offer leads and 
suggestions to those who may wish to ine 
corporate mental health concepts in staff 
development programs; and to reaffirm the 
conviction that mental health training 
should be available to students in all pro- 
fessional schools concerned with the prep- 
aration of practitioners in health and 
welfare. 


26. Self-Understanding — A First 
Step To Understanding Children. Wil- 
liam C. Menninger. [Science Research 
Associates, 228 S. Wabash Ave., Chi- 
cago 4.} 1951. 48pp. 40c. Quantity 
prices.

This bulletin describes the employment 
problems of older people and outlines what 
is being done or has been proposed to 
solve these problems. It is primarily con- 
cerned with persons in two age groups — 
those between 45 and 64, and those 65 
and over. Facts and figures are given to 
support findings and eliminate fallacies. 
Steps which have already been taken by 
labor unions and management, community 
action, research, and the government, and 
suggestions of what might be done are also 
included. 


Personality 


28. Creative Personality. Charles 
Francis Potter. [Funk €& Wagnalls 
Co., 153 E. 24th St., New York 10.} 
1950. 215pp. $2.50. 


This book in the field of human develop- 
ment deals with the age-old problem of 
where mankind originated. Dr. Potter tries 
to bring a closer tie between the religious 
philosophy and the scientific investigation 
of evolution. For those who hold that 
creative personality is the key to under- 
standing the whole evolutionary process, 
whether they be men of religion or men of 
science, this presentation will unfold many 
of the humanistic answers. The content 
is divided into eleven chapters, beginning 
with the first crisis of evolution, and end- 
ing with the advolution of man — his life 
in the future. 


29. Personality—Development and 
Assessment. Charles M. Harsh and 
H. G. Schrickel. [The Ronald Press 
Co., 15 E. 26th St., New York 10.} 
1950. 518pp. $5.00. 


This book presents a thorough study of the 
theory of personality. It will aid teachers 
and other workers in this field to under- 
stand some of the popular conceptions of 
personality and provide them with an over- 
all picture of self-understanding. The book 
treats the common topics of learning, per- 
ception, and motivation as changing factors 
at each age level, stressing the themes of 
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development and functional integration. 
The two main phases of personality empha- 
sized are the nature and development of 
personality; and personality study in theory 
and practice. 


Personnel and Supervision 
Problems 


30. Group Process in Administra- 
tion. Harleigh B. Trecker. Rev. ed. 
{The Woman's Press, 600 Lexington 
Ave., New York 22.} 1950. 330pp. 
$4.50. 


This book provides extremely helpful in- 
formation about groups in the area of ad- 
ministration. Persons in any capacity of 
administrative duties will find a wealth of 
material for understanding the many group 
agencies at work. The various chapters deal 
primarily with factors concerning social 
administration and group relations. Experi- 
ments with administrative procedures are 
thoroughly discussed. Many social adminis- 
trators will be particularly interested in the 
suggested questionnaire on pp. 315, for the 
evaluation of administrative leadership by 
staff and board. 


Psychology 


31. Freud: Dictionary of Psycho- 
analysis. Edited by Nandor Fodor and 
Frank Gaynor. [The Philosophical 
Library, Inc, 15 E. 40th St., New 
York 16.} 1950. 208pp. $3.75. 


The editors of this book present an exten- 
sive listing of quotations about many impor- 
tant topics in the field of psychoanalysis. 
Since the book is in dictionary form, its use 
will be of great importance to the students 
of psychology for clarifying misconceptions 
and misunderstandings of psychoanalytic 
terms. The subjects under discussion are 
taken from the original works of Sigmund 
Freud, and present authentic information 
sufficient for a scientific reference in this 
field. In this book, the editors have written 
exact definitions with added explanations of 
each. The topics are listed alphabetically 
with a key to the exact reference of the 
works of Freud. 


32. Principles of General Psycho- 
pathology. Siegfried Fischer. [Philo- 
sophical Library, 15 E. 40th St., New 
York 16.} 1950. 327pp. $4.75. 
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This book is an interesting introduction 
to pathological studies in psychology. Since 
this field is comparatively new, clinical psy- 
chologists should find this survey of con- 
siderable value — especially the presenta- 
tion of the new concept of neuroses. The 
content is well written and divided into 
four parts: Part I introduces the field of 
psychopathology; Part II discusses the con- 
nections of dynamic psychology and psy- 
chopathology; Part III clearly debnee 
certain symptom complexes; and Part IV 
deals with the psychotic phases of person- 
ality. The author has a very simple style 
of writing which makes the book under- 
standable to both students and workers in 
the profession. 


33. Psychology and Ethics. Harry 
L. Hollingsworth. [The Ronald Press 
Co., 15 E. 26th St., New York 10.] 
1949. 247pp. $3.50. 


This book is designed to present an overall 
view of the logical application of moral 
principles. Its main content contains the 
theoretical side of the picture, and the 
appendix includes a test or scale for the 
measurement of ethical insight with sug- 
gestions for its practical use. Teachers and 
administrative officers should find this book 
helpful in counseling students. It should 
also be of aid to social workers, personnel 
officers, and guidance experts in understand- 
ing human nature.

34. Approaches to Differentiated 

Guidance in Reading. Emmett Albert 
Betts. {Reading Clinic, Dept. of Psy- 
chology, Temple Univ., Philadelphia 
22, Pa.} 1950. 18pp. 60c. Reprinted 
from Education for May, 1950. 
An article designed to acquaint the teacher 
with the concept of differentiated guidance 
in reading, and some of the techniques in- 
volved. It discusses differentiated guidance 
as a means of recognizing individual dif- 
ferences among learners, and shows how it 
will provide a footing for effective, system- 
atic reading instruction. Levels of achieve- 
ment, guidance plans, and ranges on indi- 
vidual differences are some of the topics 
discussed. 


School Administration 


35. Supervision for Better Schools. 
Kimball Wiles. [Prentice-Hall, Inc., 
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70 Fifth Ave., New York 11.} 1950. 
330pp. $5.00. 


Here is a democratic approach to the many 
problems confronting an educational super- 
visor. The book is divided into five parts. 
Part I deals with the skills in leadership. 
Part II explains methods for harmony in 
human relations. In Part III, questions 
about effective staff meetings are discussed. 
Personnel administrative improvements are 
covered in Part IV. Part V gives informa- 
tion for aiding supervisors to evaluate the 
work of staff members. Teachers will 
be especially interested in the conclusion 
which discusses improvement in instruction.

36. Converting a Veterans Guid- 
ance Center. George D. Barahal. 
{Stanford Univ. Press, Stanford, 
Calif.} 1950.
